W ashington, May 24.—An 
unusual 
scene was witnessed In the house Wed­ 
nesday im mediately after the approval 
of the journal. Mr. W illiams, minority 
leader, dem anded the yeas and nays 
on the motion of Mr. Adams of Penn­ 
sylvania to go into the com m ittee of 
the whole for the further consideration 
of the diplomatic consular bill. 
This 
demand was refused, the speaker hold­ 
ing th at one-fifth of the m em bers pres­ 
ent had not risen to demand the ayes 
and nays. 
"I demand th at the other side be 
taken,” called out Mr. W illiams, be­ 
coming considerably agitated. 
The 
speaker, up 
to this time, had 
been calm and unruffled. 
He refused 
to take the negative on a rising vote, 
stating that but a short time before 
it had been dem onstrated that a quo­ 
rum of the house was present—195. 
Then Mr. W illiams became angry 
and thundered out a protest against 
the ruling of theH peaker. insisting that 
the demand was within his parliam ent­ 
ary right, a right recognized by the 
rules of the house. 
Excitem ent followed the rem ark of 
Mr. W illiams, and the speaker, nettled 
at the m anner of the floor leader of 
the m inority, decisively replied that 
the rules were silent on the point, and 
th at he was wholly within the consti­ 
tution when he refused to take the 
other aide when an insufficient num­ 
ber arose to demand the yeas and 
nays. 
The speaker pounded his desk, while 
Mr. W illiam s continued to speak, his 
words being drowned by the noise of 
the gavel and the excitem ent on the 
floor. 
le a v in g Mr. W illiams stand­ 
ing, the speaker descended from the 
deck, and Mr. Curtis of N ebraska took 
his place as chairm an of the comm it­ 
tee of the whole, and a general debate 
en the diplom atic and consular bill was 
resumed.

powerful influences ut court, and be­ 
lieves Em peror Nicholas is destined 
to throw away 
the 
opportunity as 
Louis 
XVI did of transferring the 
country' to a peaceful 
parliam ent 
in 
array of regime. 
This, the professor 
considers to be, the governm ent’s last 
chance. 
Revoltulonary elem ents are 
preaching th at parliam ent is an illu­ 
sion and will make anarchy and a 
bloody revoltion inevitable. 
Neverthe­ 
less the Constitutiqnal Democrats w'ill 
persevere In their attem pt to place the 
country on a solid constitutional basis, 
and lf they fall and disaster follow’s, 
the responsibilty will not be on their 
shoulders. 
The central com m ittee of 
Constituonal Democrats has completed 
drafts of laws to be Introduced in par­ 
liament, Including universal suffrage.

cf those conducting the cam paign to 
“obtain their indisputable rights.” Sh* 
asserted th a t the cabinet m inisters 
who are opposed 
to the 
movement 
were marked men and suggested that 
h er hearers break the windows of 
Mr. Asquith's house. 
She would do 
so herself, she declared, were It not 
for the fact that she was engaged In 
(’•fending her residence against tax 
collectors and others. 
The house of Mrs. Monteflore, which 
Is situated near the Tham es river 
not far from H am m ersm ith, is barri­ 
caded and surrounded by tax collec­ 
tors and bailiffs, who hope to starve 
her out or effect an entrance.

STATE FAIR OF TEXAS 


T w enty-first Annual Entertainm ent O cto­ 


ber 13 to O ctober 28, 1906. 


Th© twenty-first annual enter­ 
tainment of the State Fair of Texas 
will he held in the Fair Grounds 
Park, in Dallas, October 13 to Oc­ 
tober 28, 1906/ 
Geo. E. Kessler of St. Louis, a 
landscape architect of national rep­ 
utation, has given us a new plan of 
our grounds and has located the 
permanent buildings to be erected 
in the future. 
The changes we are 
making in the grounds we believe 
will be an agreeable surprise to 
visitors next fall. 
We are constructing a new ad 
ministration building at a point 
about seventy-five feet northwest 
of the old office building. 
This is 
to be an ornate edifice of concrete 
stone, similar to the material in 
Exposition Hall, erected last year. 
The cars of the various street rail­ 
way lines, by the use of a loop,will 
be enabled to stop under a pavil­ 
ion, lo serve as a union depot, in 
front of the new building through 
which pedestrians will pass into 
the grounds. 
The front part of the grounds, 
including the old baseball park and 
the ground formerly occupied by 
the gin building-1, is being laid off 
into flower beds to be interspersed 
with fountains. 
The entire space 
between Machinery Hall and the 
grandstand will be occupied by ex­ 
hibits. 
Amusement Row will ex­ 
tend eastward from the grandstand 
a distance of 1125 feet. The scenic 
railway, one of the attractions in 
this department, will be completed 
and in operation by June I. 
The race horse barns on this 
ground are being removed to the 
east end of the new buidings of the 
extension of the live stock depart­ 
m ent’ 
The poultry building will 
he located at the west end of the 
livestock 
department, 
and 
the 
handsome new horticultural build­ 
ing on the triangular space on the 
east side of Exposition Building. 
Thus the fair will this year ex­ 
tend entirely around the race track, 
which, for the convenience of vis­ 
itors, will be belted by the inter­ 
mural electric railway. 
The premium lists in all depart­ 
ments have been revised, the class­ 
ifications changed 
and extended 
and the money increased. 
We are offering such inducements 
in the way of stakes and purses as 
will make the races even better 
than they were last year. 
The newest and best attractions 
are being secured for Music Hall 
and the Pike. 
By reason of the success of the 
fair last year, we are in position to 
make our entertainment this year 
of such a character that those who 
see it once will wish to come again.

THE MARKETS.

Stock Yards, Kansas City, Mo., 
May 21.—Receipts in the quarantine 
division last week fell short of those 
the previous wet* kuearly a thousand 
head aud the supply Is also short of 
the same week a year ago. 
Last 
week opened 
heavy, 23,000 cattle 
having been received the first two 
days, all in the native division but 
about 1500. 
Prices declined on the 
best heavy weight steers and the 
handy weight kinds remained about 
steady. 
Tile 
Silberstine 
steers 
brought 85.10 Monday of last week, 
highest price of the week. 
Bulk 
ranged from *3 75 to $4.85. 
The 
heavy run Monday and 
Tuesday 
caused a IO cent decline in tile quar­ 
antine division, but this was regain­ 
ed before tile close of the week, after 
which twb days not m any cattle 
came in. The m arket would have 
been steady all week had the runs 
been more evenly distributed. The 
run is moderate here today, 7000 In 
native division and 1500 in the quar­ 
antine; m arket IO to 15 cents lower, 
caused by an unusually heavy run 
for Monday at Chicago, 31,000 there. 
Top in quarantine today $4.60, bulk 
$3.95 to $4.45, cows $2 50 to 82.75, bulls 
quotable at $2.50 to $3.25, veals at 
$1.50 to $5.50, heifers $3.75 to $4.90. 
Few grass cattle have been received 
as yet, but they are expected to com­ 
mence moving the first part of June, 
two weeks earlier than usual. W ith 
an evenly distributed supply at all 
points the m rrk et should recover 
the loss of today before the end of 
the week. 
Hog receipts for the week were 
64,000, an increase of 6000 over pre­ 
ceding week. On Saturday top was 
$6.45 and bulk 86.30 to 86.40, against 
a top of $6.42)2 and bulk of $6.82)^ to 
$6.371.J the preceding Saturday. To­ 
d ay ’s receipts were fairly liberal at 
8000, but m arket declined 7)* to IO 
cents in sym pathy with Chicago, 
where receipts were very heavy at 
50,000 and the m arket IO to 15 cents 
off.

CITY ORDINANCE. 
An Ordinance Regulating the Oper­ 
ation and running of automobiles, 
Motor Cars, Etc. 
Be it ordained by the City Council 
of the City of Bryan, Texas: 
S e c t i o n I. That it shall be and is 
hereby made the duty of any person 
operating any automobile, motor car 
or other vibicle propelled by artifi­ 
cial means within said city to,' stop 
the same upon meeting with any 
person driving a team when it ap­ 
pears from the conduct or action of 
such team that it is likely to become 
frightened at such automobile, mo­ 
tor car, etc, aud to remain stopped 
until such team passes. 
S e c . 2. That it shall be unlawful 
for any person to run or operate any 
automobile, motor car or other ve­ 
hicle propelled by artificial means 
upon any of the streets within the 
corporate limits of the City of Bryan 
at a greater rate of speed’than eight 
miles per hour. 
S e c . 3. That any person violating 
any of the provisions of this ordi­ 
nance shall be guilty of a misde­ 
meanor, and upon convictionLshall 
be fined in any sum not less titan 
ten dollars and not more than one 
hundred dollars.
